THE OLD ROCK SCHOOL BUILDING 


The old Rock 8chool Building which for more than r half 
century preceding 1922 occupied the approximate site of the present 
High School Building, will ever have a special place in the memory 
of hundreds of Comancheans, many of whom, now successful men 
and women, got their only schooling in the budding. A name closely 
associated with the building is that oi the late W. F. Rogers, who 
died in 1902 and for 19 years was the beloved superintendent. The 
names of scores of oth«r teachers stand out. among whom is one 
of much later date and who served a shorter term, but left his 
influence stamped indelibly *n the hearts of the ex-students the 
lute W. H. Carpenter, first Grammai School principal, when that 
division in the school was made in 1914.

Q. Why cannot assistance be 
paid to every person in Texas 
who is 65 years of age or older? 
A. First, because the Texas law 
says th at assistance may be paid 
only to those “in need” ; second, 
because the Federal Government 
will not allow us to pay Federal 
money to people who are not in 
need. 
Q. Will not Federal money mean 
a lot to Texas? 
A. Yes. It will mean that se­ 
veral millions of dollars each year 
will be given to the aged people 
of Texas th at they would not 
otherwise get; it will mean that 
with it a person will be able to 
receive as much as $30 a month, 
and without it no one could get 
more than $15 per month. 
Q. W hat does the Federal law 
say about "need”? 
A. It says that the Federal ap­ 
propriation is made for the pur­ 
pose of enabling states to assist 
“aged needy individuals.”

1). 
Q. Was this “aged need in 
dividuals" question checked? 
A. The Social Security Board 
stated that this was the correct 
interpretation of the law. 
Q. How does the Texas defini­ 
tion of “needy” compare with 
that of other states? 
A. Texas has the most liberal 
definition of “aged needy indivi­ 
duals” in the United States. The 
Texas law is much more liberal 
on this point than that of any 
other state in the Union.
